Every 
hour had Its appropriate clut), ind he was 
wretched if anything happened to bie'V tlte 
ordinary routine. In his lecture room the 
(lightest change attracted his notice. It was 
observed one day that his lecture was some- 
what confused, and he complained after>ard 
that his "thoughts Imd been Inteuiipted con 
tinually because a button was wanting on the 
coatof one of his heaiei-s." At a particular 
time each day he Ytas In the h'bitof gazlngln 
a meditative manner ata tower opposite his 
window, liy anu by some poplars »iew so 
high that the tower ceiled to be visible from 
his room. Kant's meditations wt.e disturbed 
and his peace of mind was not restored uutt 
the poplars were cut down at his request by 
the good-natured owner.
